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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN FEBRUARY 


The average of six factors indicating the trend of economic conditions was 
somewhat lower in February than in the preceding month. Speculative factors 
receded considerably from the maximum established in January. The index of 
common stock prices during the four weeks of February averaged 121-8 against 
123-5 in the first month of the year. In February, 1945, the standing was 92-9. 
Shares traded on the Montreal Exchange indicated a relaxation in speculative 
transfers. The index of wholesale prices, on the base of 1926, was 103-9 in 
January and further advances were indicated for the month under review. 
The index of the cost-of-living was 119-9 on the first of February, unchanged 
from the beginning of the year. The standing in February, 1945 was 118-6. 
The index of foods showed a minor decline in February from the first month 
of the year. 

A striking development of the month was the advance in the price of high 
grade bonds. Heavy purchases resulted in a new low point in yields and the 
advance in prices was exceptional for a factor not normally given to marked 
fluctuations. 

The sum of four classes of bank deposits showed recession for the second 
consecutive month. The increase in provincial balances and notice deposits 
was more than counterbalanced by the decline in Dominion balances and demand 
deposits. The total at the beginning of February was $5,810 million against 
$5,941 million. The index, consequently, receded from 255 to 249-4. The 
downward trend in business operations in evidence since the early months of 
1944 was continued in the second month of the year. 

Expenditures: 

The prospect for considerable activity in the construction industry is 
bright for the present year. Construction contracts awarded were at a high 
level in the early months, the total in January having been $27-4 million com- 
pared with $11-7 million in the same month of last year. Building permits in 
the same comparison rose from $4-3 million to $11-8 million. The gain in 
contracts awarded was 134 p.c. while building permits showed an increase of 
172 p.c. Owing to the shortage of materials, the operations of the construction 
industry have not expanded to the same extent as the contracts placed. The 
index of employment in building construction, however, showed a gain of more 
than 39 p.c. During February the contracts awarded were $33,092,000 com- 
pared with $12,933,000 in the same month of last year. The cumulative 
contracts for the two months amounted to $60-5 million compared with $24-7 
million in the same period of 1945. The increase in February was $20-2 million 
over the same month of 1945. 

The production of the iron and steel industry is an excellent measure of 
expenditures for munitions and producers’ durable goods. The decline in steel 
ingots and pig iron production in the first month of the year was about 9 p.c. 
and 8 p.c., respectively. The employment in industries engaged in the manu- 
facture of durable goods showed a decline of about 26 p.c. at the beginning of 
January from the same date of 1945. 

The continued advance in commodity distribution through retail outlets 
is an encouraging development. The dollar value of retail sales increased by 
12 p.c. in January compared with the same month one year ago. Important 
increases for stores engaged in retailing durable household goods, either in 
Whole or in part, emphasized a condition which had prevailed for the past few 
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months under the impetus of a more substantial flow of merchandise to the 
retail market. ‘The sales of country general stores recorded an increase of 
more than 9 p.c. and department stores distributed goods with a value of more 
than 11-8 p.c. greater than in January, 1945. Canadian department store sales 
increased 12 p.c. compared with the same month one year ago. Gains amounted 
to 15 p.c. in both Ontario and Quebee and 18 p.c. in British Columbia. 
A fractional decline occurred in the Maritime Provinces and department stores 
located in the Prairie Provinces showed an increase of only 6 p.c. over January 
last year. 

Owing to the drop in the outward shipments of war materials, exports 
showed a considerable decline in the first month of the year. The total was 
$191 million against $234 million, a decline of 18 p.c. Imports, on the other 
hand, rose from $130 million to $140 million. The active balance of trade, 
exclusive of gold, showed a considerable decline. The net exports of non- 
monetary gold which had been $8-7 million in 1945 rose to $9-3 million in the 
first month of the present year. 

The ordinary expenditures of the Dominion government from April to 
the end of January rose 60 p.c. to $952 million. War expenditure, on the other 
hand, receded from $2-7 billion to $1-6 billion, the decline having been nearly 
42 p.c. The United Nations Mutual Aid showed a gain of 11-8 p.c. in the 
same comparison. The revenues of the Dominion government were relatively 
well maintained, the total having been $2,101 million against $2,183 million, 
the indicated decline having been 3-8 p.c. 

Purchasing Power: 

The latest available statistics regarding employment and remuneration 
indicate lower levels in the present year as compared with 1945. The average 
weekly earnings dropped from $30-18 around the first of January, 1945 to 
$30-02 in the present year. The decline in the index of general employment 
was nearly 7 p.c., the standing at the first of January having been 167-9. 
As the change in the average earnings was of slight proportions, the aggregate 
weekly payrolls showed a somewhat similar percentage decline to that of 
employment. The index was 128-1 at the beginning of the year against 137-6 
for the same date of 1945, a decline of 6-9 p.c. A number of groups, however, 
reported considerable increase in employment at the beginning of this year. 
These included logging, communications, transportation, services, trade and finance. 

Dividend payments in February, according to an unofficial source, amounted 
to $8-2 million compared with $7-6 million in the same month of the preceding 
year. The declarations for the first two months of the year are considerably 
above the same period of 1945. The interest payments of the Dominion govern- 
ment from April to January, inclusive, were $318-2 million compared with 
$267-9 million, a gain of 18-8 p.c. over the same period one year ago. A matter 
of consideration to recent purchasers of high grade bonds is the marked decline 
in yields. The index of bond yields based upon a Dominion issue receded from 
96-7 in January last year to 90-0, a decline of 6-9 p.c. 

Production: 

Some revival in the operations of the mining industry is indicated by indexes 
of employment at the beginning of the year. The general index for the industry 
rose from 146-4 in January, 1945 to 149-1 in the first month of the present year, 
a gain of 1-8 p.c. Gold receipts at the Mint in January rose 6-7 p.c. while 
coal production was 8 p.c. greater. The majority of the factors indicating the 
trend of mineral production recorded advances in the latest month for which 
statistics are available. 

The marketings of wheat in the elapsed portion of the present crop year 
from August 1 were 186-8 million bushels compared with 257 million in the 
Same period one year ago. The stocks of wheat showed a reduction from 
359 million bushels on March 8 last year to 127 million on the same date this 
year. Deliveries of coarse grains in the Prairie Provinces were at a somewhat 
lower level than in the crop year 1944-1945.

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The index of livestock marketings on stock yards was 139-2 in February 
against 140-9 in the first month of the year. The level in February of last 
year was 141-4. The index of cold storage holdings dropped from 121-3 on 
January 1 to 114-1 at the beginning of February. In the same month of 1945, 
the index was 195-2, a marked decline having been shown in the last twelve 
months. The index of operations in the dairy industry receded from 111-8 in 
January to 102-6. The creamery butter produced in February showed a 
reduction less than normal for the season. Considerable recession was shown 
in the output of cheese, the index dropping from 125-6 to 101-7. The domestic 
disappearance of creamery butter in January was about 22-6 million pounds 
compared with 21-6 million pounds in the same month of 1945. Ona per capita 
basis the disappearance was 1-86 pounds as compared with 1-78 pounds one 
year ago. Creamery butter prices in Montreal averaged 36 cents a pound 
during January as compared with 35} cents one year ago. Cheese was quoted 
at 22 cents a pound as against 21 cents in January, 1945. Statistics of butter 
production and disappearance indicate that the situation has reached a more 
critical stage. 

The bulk of the export movement of canned meats recently has been going 
to UNRRA and the entire export total of over 17 million pounds in the latest 
week for which statistics are available was on this account. Stocks of creamery 
butter in storage in dairies and in transit on March 1 amounted to 9,870,000 
pounds compared with 22,836,000 on February 1 and 20,688,000 on the same 
date one year ago. Cheese stocks totalled 19,175,000 pounds compared with 
24,379,000 on February 1 and 24,254,000 on March 1 one year ago. 

The forestry industry was slightly more active in February than in the 
preceding month. The output of newsprint was 308,382 tons, the index after 
seasonal adjustment, rising from 137-3 in January to 141-4 in the month under 
review. Increases were shown in the outward shipments of wood pulp and 
shingles, while the export of planks and boards receded to a lower level. The 
shipment was 127 million board feet compared with 145 million in the first 
month of the year. A considerable increase was shown, however, in the export 
of shingles. The timber scaled in British Columbia showed a decline less than 
normal for the season in January, the index rising from 73-6 to 120-3. 
Production and shipments of newsprint by Canadian mills during February 
were substantially above the levels of a year ago. The output in the second 
month of the year was higher than in any other February on record. Shipments 
during the month amounted to 285,304 tons, recording a gain of 31-3 p.c. over 
the same month last year and an increase of 60 p.c. over February, 1939. 
Newspaper advertising linage in 52 United States cities for the year 1945 was 
11-9 p.c. greater than in 1939. 

The flour milling industry was slightly more active in the latest month 
for which statistics are available, the index rising about 4-6 points to 218-8. 
The wheat flour produced in January was 2,240,000 barrels compared with 
2,169,000 barrels in the preceding month. 

In the first two sugar periods of the present calendar year Canada’s sugar 
refineries manufactured 133-9 million pounds of refined sugar, a decline of 
296,000 pounds from the same period last year. The amount of raw sugar in 
refineries on January 1 amounted to 90-3 million pounds while the quantity 
received during the period from January 1 to February 23 was 91-9 million 
pounds, making 182 million pounds available for manufacture. 

Canned salmon exports were 7-06 million pounds against 7-73 million in 
January, the index rising from 168-1 to 176-1. Operations in the cotton mills 
of the textile industry continued the betterment in February with bale openings 
rising 350 bales to 33,598 bales against 31,857 in the same month of last year. 
The index rose from 131-6 in January to 133-1 in the second month of the year.

SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN FEVRIER 


La moyenne de six facteurs qui indiquent la tendance de la situation écono- 
mique est légérement moins élevée en février que durant le mois précédent. 
Les facteurs spéculatifs s’éloignent considérablement du maximum atteint en 
janvier. L’indice du cours des obligations ordinaires au cours des quatre 
semaines de février est en moyenne de 121-8, par rapport & 123-5 en janvier; 
en février 1945, il enregistrait 92-9. Les actions négociées 4 la Bourse de 
Montréal indiquent une ‘baisse des échanges spéculatifs. L’indice des prix de 
gros, fondé sur 1926, est de 103-9 en janvier et enregistre de nouvelles augmen- 
tations durant le mois présentement A l’étude. L’indice du cofit de la vie est 
4 119-9 le ler février; il n’y a pas de changement depuis le début de l’année. 
En février 1945, il atteignait 118-6. L’indice des aliments décline légérement 
en février par rapport au premier mois de l’année. 

Un des événements remarquables du mois consiste dans la hausse du cours 
des obligations de tout repos. Les achats considérables causent une diminution 
nouvelle des rendements et la hausse du cours est exceptionnelle pour un facteur 
qui, normalement, reste insensible aux fluctuations prononcées. 

La somme des dé spots bancaires de quatre catégories accuse un déclin pour 
le deuxiéme mois consécutif. L’augmentation des soldes provinciaux et des 
dépéts A terme est plus que contre-balancée par la diminution des soldes du Domi- 
nion et des dépédts 4 demande. Le total au début de février est de $5,810,000 
& comparer 4 $5,941,000. L’indice, par conséquent, décline de 255 4 249-4. 
La tendance décroissante des opérations commerciales, évidente depuis les 
débuts de 1944, persiste durant le deuxiéme mois de l’année. 

Dépenses 

La perspective d’une activité considérable dans l’industrie de la construe- 
tion est encourageante pour l’année actuelle. Les contrats de construction 
adjugés atteignent un niveau élevé durant les premiers mois, le total de janvier 
étant de $27,400,000 par rapport 4 $11,700,000 le méme mois I’an dernier. Les 
permis de batir, dans le méme ordre de comparaison, augmentent de $4,300,000 
& $11,800,000. "Le gain dans les contrats adjugés est de 1 134 p.c., tandis que les 
permis de batir augmentent de 172 p.c. En raison de la pé nurie = matériaux, 
les opérations de l’industrie de construction n’augmentent pas au méme rythme 
que les contrats 4 exécuter. L’indice de l’emploiement dans la construction de 
maisons prése nte toutefois une hausse de plus que 39 p.c. En février, les con- 
trats adjugés s’élévent & $33,092,000, en comparaison de $12,933,000 ‘le méme 
mois l’an dernier. Le total des contrats durant les deux mois est de $60,500,000, 
& rapprocher de $24,700,000 la méme période en 1945. L’augmentation en 
février est de $20,200,000 par rapport au méme mois en 1945. 

La production de l’industrie du fer et de l’acier est une excellente mesure 
des dépenses pour les munitions et les marchandises durables de producteurs. 
Le déclin de la production de lingots d’acier et de fonte en gueuses, durant le 
premier mois de l’année, est d’environ 9 p.c. et 8 p.c. respectivement. L’em- 
ploiement dans l’industrie de marchandises durables indique au début de janvier 
un déclin de prés de 26 p.c. par rapport 4 la méme date en 1945. 

La distribution sans cesse croissante des denrées par l’entremise des débou- 
chés de détail est un développement encourageant. La valeur des ventes de 
détail augmente de 12 p.c. en janvier, en comparaison du méme mois il y a un 
an. Les hausses importantes, enregistrées par les magasins faisant exclusive- 
ment ou partiellement le commerce de détail d’articles de ménage durables,
